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Fairs and Parks. 


In the reports of the meeting of the park 
board last Saturday afternon it was stated 
that about twenty ladies residing in the 
neighborhood of Piedmont park were present 
to protest against its use for, fair purposes. 
As a matter of fact, the majority of those 
women live a long way from the park and 
their attendance had no other significance 
than a patriotic interest, nor was their at- 
titude one of protest, but rather of ex- 
pediency. 

With them, as with the men who are 
working for civic betterment, it is entirely a 
question of what seems to be the most prac- 
tical and, at the same time, the most ¢s- 
thetic view of a situation, for, 
enough, a woman draws no line of demarca- 
tion between the two. To her mind ‘‘com- 
mercial interests’’ and ‘‘sentiment’’ should 
not be placed at the antipodes and only be 
permitted to make faceg at one another across 
the void. She sees no reason why the two 
may not be harmoniously blended, for truly 
they could work miracles together. 

As to the matter of a fair, no doubt there 
was not a woman in that assemblage who 
would oppose it. On the contrary, ‘0 such 
an enterprise as would reflect credit and 
dignity to the city, every one of them would 
give not only approval, but practical sup- 
port. And there {is no reason why Atlanta, 
with her initiative, should not have a fair 
that whuld make the whole state sit up, take 
some thinking. With a judt- 
of ‘“‘sentiment’’ ana “‘commer- 
cial interests’’ she can do it. Out of thel 
success with the poor equipment that they 
had, the members of the fair association have 
demonstrated, thelr abliity and are deserving 
of a less dilapidated basis for future efforts. 

With regard to the location of the fair, it 
is here that the practicas, or utilitarian, aod 
the esthetic present themselves to the femt- 
nine mind with equal force. As the woma» 
sees it the knot has been tied at the wrong 
end of the thread. For why, she asks her- 
self, should a few rambling structures, faet 
going to decay, choke into insensibility those 
broad, beautiful acres, susceptible of being 
converted into one of the loveliest parks and 
recreation places in the entire country? It 
needs no trained eye ™ see the possibilities 
for landscape effects, here taking the form 
of soft, green terraces and Italian gardens, 
there developed into picturesque groupings 
shrubs and trees and the whole scene 
aglow with bright-hued flowers. But it is 
with even more pleasure that it sees hup- 
dreds of tired or discouraged men and wom- 
en renewing health and hope and life at the 
heart of nature; while better than all else is 
the sight of joyous children who, in thee 
play, are not only getting happiness, but are 
storing ghysical and moral fiber for the days 
to come, It may be, too, that this same eye 
sees visions of a handsome amphitheater and 
a stadium on which are gathered from every 
quarter of the state, or perhaps from all the 
south, youths who are contesting strengt> 
and skill in the revived Olympic games, 

‘‘But,”’ say many of our people, ‘all 
takes money.”’ ; 

Yes, and so have our ‘‘sky-scrapers’’ taker 
money. The question is only one of invest- 
ment, after all.

DISMISSED IN COURT 


Recorder Broyles held yesterday 
morning that it wasn't a violation of 
the state prohibition law for a person 


‘to get whisky at the express office, 


carry it to a place down town and 
keep it there until it could be carried 
home. & 

This decision will have the effect of 
curtalling some of the work the city 
detectives have been doing for the past 
week watching the express office. 

The state law reads, 

Or keep or furnish at any public places or 
manufacture or keep on hand at their place 
of business any alcoholic, spirituous, malt or 
intoxicating liquors, etc. 

The officers have been working under 
the law where it Says, “or keep on 
hand at their place of business,’ hold- 
ing that any place which is not a res- 
idence was a place of business. Several 
cases have been made under this con- 
struction of the law and are pending 
in the courts. 

The Case in Point. 


C. Il. Howard, a negro, was arraigned 
in the recorder’s court yesterday morn- 
ing on the charge of violating the pro- 
hibition law. 

DetectivesRosser testified that he saw 
Howard get a package of whisky from 
the express office and carry it to No. 
38 |-2 South Broad street. 

“I followed him,” stated the officer, 
“and was right behind him when he 
went up a stairway and entered a 
room, used as a stock room for a print- 
ing company. He put the package down

and left it. Then I made a case against 
him.” 

The negro stated that the package 
had come from Chattanooga and con- 
tained four quart bottles of whisky be- 
longing to four white men, and that he 
had sent for the whisky for them. 

Attorney W. A. Fuller and Attorney 
John B, Daniel represented the defend- 
ant, 

Mr. Fuller made a very pointed argu- 
ment in which he took tne position that 
a stock room wag not a place of bus- 
iness, that the whisky had not been 
kept there on hand, as the law should 
be construed, but was only in,transit 
to the homes of the men who owned it.

“This prohibition law should not’ be 
Strained any more than any other law,” 
said Mr. Fuller.

$100 FINE FOR 
THE SOUTHERN 


Likely to Be Commission’s Ac- 
tion in Case of Agent 
at Hiram. 


Whlle the finding of the railroad com- 
mission has not been formally an- 


nounced in the case of the investigation 
into the chargeg against the agent of 
the Southern Railway at Hiram, it has 
been decided, it is stated, to order the 
Southern Railwa,.' to pay a iine of $100 
into the state treasury, and in the 
event of its failure to do so, the’ com- 
mission will recommend that the gov. 
ernor institute suit against the rail- 
road company for that amount. 

The reason for this action is that 
it wag shown during the investigation 
that in at least five instances Agent 
H. A. Henderson, at Hiram, failed to 
post delayed passenger trains as re- 
quired by law, and: the section of the 
code under which this requirement 
is made provides for a fine of $20 in 
each instance, to be collected, -- nec- 
essary, by suit in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

The only other charge which the com- 
mission considered was the manner in 
which the depot was kept, complaint 
being made of the dirty condition of 
the waiting room. The commission wil! 
order that the depot at Hiram be kept 
In such respectable condition as is di- 
rected in general instructions upon this 
subject issued sometime ago.

FOR MRS. FREENY 


Prison Commission Refuses 
toRecommend Commuta- 
tion for Woman. 


The prison commission yesterday de- 
clined to recommend clemency for Mrs. 
Sallie Freeney, of Eastman, who was 
convicted of the murder of W. P. Har- 
rell and sentenced to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. 

Mrs. Freeney’s petition asked for par- 
don, and the commission took the po- 
sition that such a course would amount 
to a reversal of the action of the court 
in which she was convicted, and of 
the supreme court which affirmed the 
gentence. The commission holds that 
the reversal of a court’s decision is not 
one of its functions, and that the pre- 


sumption is, of course, In favor of the 
correstness of the court’s sentence. 

Mrs. Freeney is now In jail in Macon 
where she has been allowed to remain 
under a respite granted by Governor 
Smith, which expires today. As soon

Resolved, by the mayor and general councll, 
That a committee shall be named by his 
honor the mayor to make this investigation at 
once and file a report vf the result of thelr 
work as soon as practicable: and said com- 
mittee shall consist of seven members, five 
of whom shall be ladies, named from resi- 
dents of the city, and the health officer and 
the clerk of the board of health shali con- 
stitute the other two members.

At Indianapolis the other day the 
United Mine Workers of America in- 
dorsed woman suffrage by a rising vote, 
following an address by Miss Laura A. 
Gregg, fraternal delegates from the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage Association. who 
aroused great enthusiasm by telling of 
the splendid service rendered to the 
cause in Oklahoma by Pete Hanraty, 
one of the officers of the Mine Workers. 
The following day a formal written res- 
olution, presented by President Mitchell 
himself, was unanimously adopted.

In the United States, while there have 
been no such important specific gains, 
the civil status of women has been ele- 
vated'in various states, women have 
been elected to boards of education in 
large numbers and given other opportu- 
nities for greater service in our munici- 
palities. The constitution of the new 
state of Oklahoma provided for school 
suffrage for women and made women 
eligible to one state office. The woman 
suffrage movement has been officially 
indorsed by the American Federation of 
Labor, the National Grange, the Nation- 
al Letter Carriers’ Association and Dy 
a score of other important bodies.

STOCKS IMPROVE 


VERY SLOWLY: 


Depression -Delieved to Have 


Reached Depth, 


And an Improvement Is Predicted 
by Wall Street—Foreign Bank 
Statements Checked Rise 
in Investment Se- 
ecurities. 


New York, February 6—The stock | 
market today was less affected by the 
evidences of the contracted stage to 
which ‘traffic and industry has fallen, 
although those evidences continue to 
accumulate. The stock market was, in 
fact. unresponsive to anything, and for 
much of the time was lethargic. Brief 
count, by professional room traders, 
were responsible for the wavering 
fluctuations of prices, but these ven- 
tures were never carried far, and were 
retraced almost as soon as taken. The 
general public and, so far as could be 
discerned, the important class of cap- 
ital interests were profoundly indiffer- 
ent to the market. The dullness and 
indifference fairly represent the pres- 
ent uncertainty of the world of capital 
and of finance over the future. Over 
the question of the duration of the 
present depression in our industries 
there is no settled conviction. An as- 
sumption that it would be long con- 
tinued or further aggravated would 
represent a new phase of the situa- 
tion which would prompt to new op- 
erations and a new position in the mar- 
ket for securities. The feeling is more 
general that the depth of the depres- 
sion has been reached, and that im- 
provement is to be looked for. Of 
this there is, however, no present ac- 
tual oecurrence, and speculation conse- 
quently halts.
